BAY REGION HOUSES 


_ Sirs: 


The so-called “Bay Region” style 
in'’San Francisco Houses” (Lire, Sept. 
5) is not a “new kind of architecture” 
at all. It is quite patently the logical, 
mid-20th Century development from 
the earlier American organic building 
of the Chicago School flourishing at 
the turn of the century. Frank Lloyd 
Wright, the apotheosized survivor of 
this movement, deserves mention at 
least, since even the layman today 
knows that he was exploiting most all 
the basic ideas inherent in the “Bay 
Region Modern” way back. 

Much of the Bay Region architec- 
tural distinction is attributable direct- 
ly to its remoteness from New York 
City and the East Coast where the in- 
flux of European ideas tends to dilute 
any natural regional development in 
the visual arts. 

If there is anything valid in the idea 
that differences in people and geogra- 
phy should find expression in architec-

‘COMBAT TROOPS MUST SHARE CREDIT WITH UMPIRES 


U.5. ARMY STOPS 
ARINE “INVASION” 


But war games show need for unity 


There is an old saying in the Army that maneu- 
vers make everybody look bad. Last week 110,000 
U.S, troops, swarming over western Germany, did 
indeed producea great deal of confusion even though 
the “invaders from the east,” after crossing the Dan- 
ube, finally were stopped at the Rhine. Tank col- 
umns which pulled up at brightly painted Coca-Cola 
trucks made perfect targets for low-flying jets. Oth- 
er tanks stumbled into buildings trying to dodge en- 
emy planes—and when umpires, a blond war corre- 
spondent and real (not powdered) eggs showed up, 
combat veterans could well say, “War was never 
like this,” 

However Army umpires, who substituted for bul- 
lets in deciding who was dead and who wasn’t, almost 
started a real fight when they eracked down on an “EL ARABY" (rig), invasion commander, who is 
Air Force communiqué: The airmen claimed that actually Major General I. D. White, is wearing three 
low-flying planes had completely “annihilated” re- 
treating enemy columns which had jammed up on 
the autobahn. When the claim was disallowed irate 
Air Force generals threatened to take their planes 
and go home, but the Army apologized handsomely 
and the whole rhubarb was quickly written off as 
only “an earnest discussion.”

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HOMECOMING TOURISTS 
BREAK TRAVEL RECORD 


They arrive loaded with souvenirs and happy memories 


A vast and enthusiastic procession of people left the shores of the U.S. in the 
first eight months of 1949, Now this host of travelers is streaming back home, 
passing thousands of later migrants on the way. To carry them, 50 steamships 
and scores of airplanes are shuttling across the Atlantic in all haste, and the 
other oceans are busy too. Last week the carriers brought 10,000 people into 
the New York area alone; by the end of autumn’s second wave of this biggest 
tourist year, they may easily have ferried a record 375,000 European tourists, 
compared to the previous high of 360,000 in 1930. 

And who are these world travelers? Globe-trotting is no longer the privilege 
of the well-to-do: the butchers and bakers and students and farmers now far 
outnumber and outspend the merchant chiefs. The new crop is younger than 
the dough-happy gadabouts of prewar years and Europeans found its mem- 
bers better behaved. To record their impressions, Lire photographers and re- 
porters met airplanes, boarded incoming ships and visited the travelers at home. 

Two out of five of the 1949 bumper tourist crop went to visit their relatives 
in the old country. Two out of three went to France, which was as glad to see 
them as ever. More than 140,000 went to Britain, where they and their hosts 
both felt a little awkward about the shortages and austerity. Italy expected 
to see—and to charm—some 180,000 before the year was out. Behind them the 
tourists left millions of sorely needed dollars, which they exchanged for new 
possessions with little squawking about prices. They also left a deposit of good- 
will—and brought back some slight understanding of the world they live in. 


“THE RIVIERA WAS EXCITING”

WEEP FOR CYRUS CHING 


Mr. Cyrus S, Ching, the distinguished head of 
the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Serv- 
ice, had just failed to settle a prolonged dock 
strike in Hawaii and was facing up to the steel 
dispute discussed at the right when he earned 
our sympathy with a brilliantly inconsequen- 
tial remark. “With no reflection on the people 
Thave been talking with,” said Mr. Ching, “I 
am just a little tired of the human race. 


THE CRIME OF PEEKSKILL 


It is always worthwhile to keep an eye on the 
tactics that U.S. Communists find most effee- 
tive at any given time. Right now they are mak- 
ing hay with what might be called ‘the Peeks- 
kill formula.” Their object is to arouse racial 
tensions, bring them to the point of explosion, 
then turn the consequences to the glory and uses 
of the Communist party. As demonstrated on 
Sept. 4 at Peekskill, N.Y., the elements of the 
formula are easily recognizable and will prob- 
ably be seen elsewhere in the U.S. First, find a 
community where Jews or Negroes have settled 
in considerable numbers. Then do everything 
possible to stimulate the resentments which are 
always latent when a community’s racial pat- 
tern is changing. Finally, at a carefully chosen 
moment, fire hatred and touch offriot with some 
spectacular provocation. The results are made 
to order for the Communists. The ugly violence 
of the rioting inevitably obscures the original 
act of instigation. Officialdom and the press, de- 
nouncing the folly and brutality of those who 
have been goaded to riot, unavoidably fall in 
with the Communist design. The party's pur- 
pose, of course, is to make villains of anti-Com- 
munists and martyrs of the victims who have 
heen deliberately exposed to violence. It is a 
devilish method, and it can do a good deal of 
harm unless non-Communists keep their heads. 

The fundamental remedy is the practice of 
democracy: only when its tenets of racial toler- 
ance are forgotten do the Communists have a 
chance. When the Communists find an open- 
ing, wise men will refuse to be provoked. Just 
ignore Paul Robeson, the Negro singer who bait- 
ed the Communist trap at Peekskill, when he 
appears again in the party service. Let war vet- 
crans in particular understand that they are 
doing exactly what the Communists want them 
to do when they take notice of party provoca- 
teurs. Above all, never lose sight of the original 
crime and the responsible criminals in these af- 
fairs. The crime is the calculated, purposeful in- 
citement of racial conflict. For it, if for nothing 
else, U.S. Communists deserve the unrelenting 
scorn of all good citizens. 
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WELFARE CAPITALISM 


IT IS WITHIN REACH, AND THE STEEL REPORT POINTS THE WAY 


The report of the President's Steel Indus- 
try Board is a great event. It is a great event 
because it shows U.S. enterprise the way to- 
ward a true Welfare Capitalism which can 
anticipate and fend off the authoritarian so- 
lutions of the Welfare State. In rejecting a 
fourth-round wage increase and placing the 
emphasis on individual security through in- 
surance and pensions, the fact-finding board 
significantly altered the patterns of union- 
management bargaining and has opened a 
promising new chapter in industrial rela- 
tions. Therefore it is regrettable that the first 
result of the report should be a threat of a 
huge strike throughout the steel industry. 
Philip Murray of the steel union does his 
cause a disservice when he tries to make the 
report the basis for a squeeze play, and Mr. 
Fairless of Big Steel is within his rights when 
he insists that bargaining and coercion are 
two different matters. The opportunity pre- 
sented by the report is so large, the actu- 
al issues are so capable of settlement, that 
the Messrs. Murray and Fairless owe them- 
selves and the country a reasonable attempt 
to reach reasonable agreement without a 
strike. 

Heretofore the bargaining—and fighting 
—between workers and management in the 
major industries has been mainly over such 
things as wages and hours. With the empha- 
sis put on insurance and pensions, the prob- 
Jem of where a man stands in long-time rela- 
tion to his employer and to his industrial so- 
ciety has been brought to the fore. The results 
are hound to have a powerful catalytic effect 
on the reshaping of U.S, industry—and of 
USS. society as a whole. The trend is already 
apparent: since the early °30s, when there 
were only a few hundred, more than 12,000 
pension or profit-sharing plans have been 
submitted to the U.S, Treasury. These plans 
cover upward of four million worke 
neering adventures in Welfare Capital- 
ism are in the American tradition, and they 
reflect the chief hope of escaping the illu- 
sory promises of the Welfare State. But it 
was not until this past summer that there 
was much reason to hope that a big basic in- 
dustry like steel could see its way toward in- 
corporating some really significant Welfare 
Capitalist features. 

Let it be said as strongly as possible that 
the widespread introduction of security pro- 
grams in industry will require tremendous 
changes, tremendous adjustments to new 
costs and new problems. It cannot be done 
with a union bulldozer, and any attempt to 
bulldoze at the start may wreck the whole 
prospect. What is practicable for U.S. Steel, 
for example, may not be practicable at all for 
smaller producers like Allegheny Ludlum or 
Inland Steel, and Mr. Murray must know as 
much. The whole process must be bargained 
out company by company. And the issue of 
worker contribution vs. total financing by 
the employer must be seriously considered. 
From every standpoint—bearable costs, the 
self-reliance of the individual worker, the 
values of direct participation in enterprise 


—the presumption should be in favor of some 
contribution by the worker. 

Management may feel that insurance and 
pension schemes are ransom devices to buy 
off the Welfare State. Nobody likes to pay 
ransom, for once you have paid it you may 
be called upon to pay over and over again. 
However the case for Welfare Capitalism has 
nothing to do with ransom—it has its own 
positive justification. Without conceding 
that the 20th Century individual is either 
helpless or irresponsible, we recognize with 
the President's board that the business of ex- 
ercising prudence in 1949 is a complicated 
matter. Lacking a base on productive land, 
lacking the tools and often the opportunit 
needed to engage in small business, the 20t] 
Century worker needs the help of his group, 
his employer, his society in establishing se- 
curity for himself, Management has people 
who are used to dealing with the statistical 
aggregates involved in the modern practice 
of prudence, and the industrial worker is en- 
titled to their help in calculation, True, he 
might get the same type of help from a pri- 
vate insurance agent, but the very demand 
for other means of security is sufficient evi- 
dence that a larger approach is needed. 

Perhaps Mr. Fairless should take it as a 
compliment that the burden of prudence is 
put up to his administrative force. That 
amounts to a vote of confidence in steel man- 
agement. What remains to be seen is whether 
unions will in fact leave the administration 
of prudence to management, and whether 
its assumption by management will result in 
a notable increase of worker efficiency. Hu- 
man nature is admittedly perverse, but we 
think it’s a pretty good gamble. If a person’s 
old-age pension is tied up with the prosper- 
ity of the Widget Manufacturing Company, 
it is fairly safe to assume that he will work a 
little harder for his company’s success. The 
positive case for Welfare Capitalism is that 
it could add up to a more efficient, more suc- 
cessful productive system all around. It chal- 
lenges the worker to make himself part of 
a richer, more meaningful adventure than 
anything that might come to him through 
any political channel. 

ith one aspect of the board’s report we 
take sharp exception: its statement that the 
worker is a “machine” to be depreciated like 
any other. Men are manifestly not machines, 
and the value of worker security to manage- 
ment is in what it does to stimulate day-to- 
day production during the worker's effec- 
tive life. Who can calculate the net gain in 
efficiency that might accrue from a wide- 
spread Welfare Capitalism? All that can now 
be said with any assurance is that the steel, 
industry, in common with other basic indus- 
try, has a major opportunity for exploration 
ahead of it. We hope the steel companies will 
put their best brains to work on both the ac- 
tuarial and the efficiency realities involved 
in pension and insurance programs. We hope 
also that Philip Murray’s steel union will re- 
alize that patience is needed while a start is 
being made toward a great objective.

in since. Some of the stores had been parachuted to guerrillas who never 
fought; 40,000 Jap guns were fished from the Gulf of Siam by divers; 
others are surplus weapons bought from the U.S. by Thailand. 

In addition to the arms on hand in Bangkok, more keep coming all 
the time, Privately operated PT boats and launches run in guns from 
Cebu Island in the Philippines to the east coast of Thailand’s slender 
southern isthmus, And, on Bangkok’s jumbled side streets, little mo- 
chine shops turn out home-made rifles, bazookas and grenades to order. 

These guns are squirreled away in strange places: in garages, musty 
boarded-up warehouses and isolated jungle camps. One Bangkok arms 
dealer sealed up his contraband cai Tommy guns and mortars in 
540 cement caskets at the Wat Mahatat, a Buddhist temple 3 miles 
from Don Muang he caskets originally contained t 
mated remains of soldiers killed in Thailand’s Republican counterrev- 
olution of 1933, This July the caskets were broken open at night and 
the weapons quietly removed by a rival arms-running gang. 

Under the direction of handsome cold Izak Mahdi, a former 
medical student from Batavia who is the Indonesian agent in Bangkok, 
Republican agents today move through the city’s underworld, contact- 
ing the sly Chinese brokers and swaggering Siamese army and air force 
officers whi trol Thailand’s cached guns. “It’s a horrible business,” 
says Mahdi. “Sometimes I can’tsleep for days. Butit’s our only way.'The 
Dutch can buy carbines or corvettes openly anywhere in the world.” 

But for John Lie, the strange Christian cap with guns, bazook: 
and Bibles stowed tightly in the hold of his black blockade-runner, it 
isn’t a “horrible busi ”” It is God's will. And until the Dutch go 
home, he says, his ship will keep on sailing.

LAMAR DODD SITS AMONG PICTURES IN UNIVERSITY ART GALLERY NAMED AFTER HIM 


In an un-Bohemian way he sparks an art movement in the South 


Lamar Dodd is a neat white-haired man with 
shiny shoes who, even when he sits in an Eames 
chair (above), looks more like an executive than 
an artist. The sternest bluenose could not criticize 
his un-Bohemian existence—he lives in a trim gray 
house in the suburbs of Athens, Ga., drives a shiny 
De Soto and is past president of the local Rotary 
Club. But in his businesslike way Mr. Dodd has 
been more responsible than any other man for the 
renaissance of art that has swept the Southeast in 
the last 10 years. A painter whose work has won a 
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dozen prizes, he is also head of the University of 
Georgia’s art department, the finest college art de- 
partment in the South. 

A Georgian born in the small town of Fairburn in 
1909, Dodd went north to spend five years study- 
ing at New York’s Art Students’ League. But he 
found the city stultifying and went back to paint in 
the South, where he developed a style full of vigor 
and moody realism. In 1933 he became manager 
of an art-supply store in Birmingham, stocked it 
with El Greco, Van Gogh and Botticelli prints and 


jumped sales 100%. In 1937 he started teaching in 
the University of Georgia’s art department, which 
then had 20 students. Today, under Dodd, the de- 
partment has 1,500 on its rolls. 

Doddis one of the most industrious artists alive. 
In addition to his job he gives some 40 out-of-town 
lectures a year, corresponds heavily with teachers 
and is continually arranging art shows. He himself 
has had 60 one-man shows and turns out about 50: 
canvases a year. On his last vacation he made 225 
drawings, watercolors and gouaches in 21 days.

Cagney’s reappearance with a Tommy gun was one way of solving a 
problem that has been irritating all the major studios: what were they 
going to do with their aging stars? As the average age of the moviegoer 
descends through the teens, the most glamorous males of yesteryear 
find themselves looking like grandfathers to most of their public.

Ever since the beginnings of life on earth germs have outnumbered by bil- 
lions every other kind of living creature. They inhabit every part of the 
earth where life can exist—the land, the oceans, the atmosphere—and the 
bodies of all the animals of the earth. Nowhere in nature is germ-free life 
possible, But man, moving beyond the limitations of nature, has succeeded 
in creating this unnatural phenomenon. In a tank-shaped chamber of pol- 
ished brass and stainless steel, entered through a pool of disinfectant and 
manned by a diving-suited attendant (above), scientists of the University 
of Notre Dame’s Laboratory of Bacteriology are raising the first self- 
perpetuating colonies of germ-free animals. In this laboratory rats, rabbits 
and guinea pigs, taken unborn from the mother’s womb, breathe sterile air 
and eat sterile food. They mature, breed and die in utter germlessness. 

The very fact that animals have been kept alive in such an environment 


will change some of the most basic concepts of biology, for it refutes the claim 
still made by many biologists that bacteria are essential to digestive and 
other physical functions. But the purpose of the Notre Dame experiments 
i more than the working of a biological miracle. ‘the germ-free anima 
ing raised for research into the causes of disease, the chemistry of ani- 
s and the mechanics of nutrition. 

Ordinarily, when a scientist wants to study an unknown germ (or drug, or 
nutrient) he tries it out on an experimental animal and watches the results. 
But since all laboratory animals are invariably contaminated by a host of 
unknown germs, he can never be absolutely sure that the results he sees are 
really caused by the agent he is testing, This problem, the oldest and most 
frustrating in bacteriology, can be solved only by using animals whose bodies 
contain no germs at all. Now, for the first time, such animals are available.

To obtain the germless animals with which to start 
new germless colonies, the Notre Dame scientists 
carefully extract unborn mammals from the wombs 
of pregnant females and unhatched chicks from their 
encasing shells. These nearly full-term embryos, re- 
moved from the sterile seclusion of their natural en- 
vironment inside a sealed and steam-cleansed cham- 
ber, are never exposed to the multitude of germs 
which contaminate all ordinary animals at the mo- 
ment of birth. The chicks, prepared by nature to 
fend for themselves from the instant they hatch, 
need only be freed from their shells and given spe- 
cial sterile chick feed. The young mammals, how- 
ever, having been delivered prematurely by Ceesar- 
ean operation and deprived of their mothers’ mil 
are as helpless as human infants and far more diffi 
cult to keep alive. It has taken the laboratory 15 
years to solve its many nutrition problems, It still 
takes 20 man-hours a day per animal to keep the 
colonies going. 

Despite the pristine purity of their existence, the 
germ-free animals develop into normal adults. A 
great deal of research was done to establish that fact, 
for if theanimals were deformed or in some way made 
abnormal by their strange existence, th 
totests would also beabnormal and their value for ex- 
perimentation would be lost, However the research 
did bring out a few characteristic effects of germ- 
lessness (right). The study of these surprising differ- 
ences between germless and contaminated animals 
—and of the equally surprising similarities between 
them—will undoubtedly yield new facts about little- 
understood ways in which germs affect animal life.

RUSSIA THROUGH 
RUSSIAN EYES 


Nine former Soviet citizens tell the story 
of their old life and why they won't return 


by JOHN SCOTT 


No nation in modern times has ever turned her face so re- 
solutely against the age of communication, or sealed herself 
off more effectively from the outside world than Soviet Rus- 
It required the vast convulsions of World War II tobreak, 
or at least crack, this dam of censorship, but of the trickle of 
new knowledge of life in Russia which emerged, little has 
been reported. The first-hand stories which are printed here 
comprise therefore the most comprehensive close look at 
conditions in the Soviet Union in recent years, 

‘The war gave millions of ordinary Russians their first look 
at the nations of the West, or at least of Central Europe. It 
gave them something tocompare with their bleak homeland. 
The comparisons they drew were so unflattering that thou- 
sands decided that anything was preferable to going home. 

Going home was not easy to avoid. Thousands of Russians 
of all descriptions were penned in DP camps. For more than 
a year after hostilities ended, Soviet agents were permitted 
by the Allies to roam Western Europe repatriating these un- 
fortunates, often by force. Such repatriation generally meant 
labor camp or execution; the refugees had seen too much. 

The Russians who tell their stories here are among the 
thousands who escaped the dragnet. Some succeeded in dis- 
g themselves in the camps as Poles, geen aa even 


ng a hand-to-mouth existence. Alteration 
they are representatives of almost every profession and occu- 
pation, and all of them know life in Soviet Russia intimately. 
‘They are determined never to go back. Why? Each man who 
speaks here has his own answer. Their stories were collected 
by Russian-speaking John Scott, who talked at length with 
several hundred Russian DPsduringa recent triptoGermany. 


A SCIENTIST 


NE day I made a mistake. It was not a large mistake, but the director 
of the laboratory where I worked did not notice the extra zero in the 
final figure and incorporated it in his report. Only weeks later was it dis- 
covered, and under circumstances extremely embarrassing to the entire 
institute. It was therefore not surprising that when the arrests began in 
1937, I was one of the first to go. I got eight years in a forced labor ¢ camp. 
The beatings were bad enough, but the worst thing about our camp was 
the work itself. We had to fell the trees, strip them, cut them to length and 
pull the logs to a designated place. My quota was six cubic meters of lum- 
ber a day. This norm was based on the productivity of a skilled woodcutter 
working for 10 hours with sharp tools. I was inexperienced, the weather 
was unbelievable, the tools were scarce and dull. We had to walk 8 to 10 
kilometers from our barracks to the job. 
There were hundreds of us. Almost all of us tried hard to meet the quota.

Before he fled to Ger- 
many during the war, he had been awarded the job of restoring war-damaged publicmon- 
uments.

Those who did were given three metal tabs by the 


criminal trusties who supervised us political prison- 
ers. When you presented the tabs in the kitchen you 
got a regular ration. If you failed to make six meters 
you got only two tabs. If you failed to make four 
cubic meters, you got only one. The food you got on 
one tab was barely enough to keep a man alive lying 
in bed. Men died like grasshoppers in autumn. The 
young died more quickly than the old. Women sur- 
vived even better than the older men, 

We were not closely guarded, but whenever a man 
escaped his barracks everyone was called out, and 
every 10th man was shot. Usually the fugitive too 
was brought back several days later and shot before 
the whole camp. 

Some men tried to escape work by cutting their 
hands or fingers off. These were known as samorubi, 
and they were shot, Some men refused to go to work. 
They simply were not fed and soon died. There were 
new prisoners arriving by the thousands. 

During my first year I lived through scurvy and 
pneumonia, thanks largely to the help of a Czech 
woman who worked in the kitchen. In my second 

ear I was transferred to office work by a former col- 
league who worked there. I kept track of productivi- 
ty. Altogether a million prisoners were at work in 
Karelia. 

Then came the war. I was released and put to work 
in my old laboratory again. Bu I could not forget Ka- 
relia. For Moscow is Karelia. Without those camps, 
without the cruel labor, Moscow as the capital of 
Soviet Russia simply would not exist. I prefer to be 
neither a slave laborer nor one who lives on the labor 
of slaves. So I seized the opportunity when it pre- 


sented itself. I was sent to Germany in 1946 to look 
for laboratory equipment. I found the equipment 
but took it westward instead of eastward. 


AN ARTIST 


HE decisive event in my life occurred when I was

There I 
waited an hour outside a cushioned door, I could not 
leave until the person I was visiting signed my pass. 

Then the door opened and a graying woman aske 
me to come in, “You understand,” she asked, “that 
it is your duty as a Soviet citizen to help the state 
and the party?” 

“Yes, ma’am,” I s 

She gave me a pencil and paper and smiled know- 
ingly. “Write,” she said. And ste dictated: “I, Com- 
rade B____., citizen of the Soviet Union, undertake 
to help the state by giving information. . . .” I wrote 
blindly. ‘Now sign your name,” she said quietly, 

I signed automatically, The woman smiled at me 
no longer. She gave me detailed instructions about 
the kind of conversations I was to report to the GPU 
and as to which of my fellow students I was to cul- 
tivate. She gave me her telephone number. “Now, 
bring a fine first report next week.” I went home,

I struggled to throw off the cobweb of deceit into which I had been 
drawn. I protested, I failed to appear when called, I wrote meaning- 


Jess, idiotic reports. I grew up, became an artist, married. I did my IF YOU ARE THIS JOVIAL TYPE 
work and drew my pay. As I grew older I learned that I was no excep- YOU'LL ENJOY THE WHISKEY THAT'S 


tion; I was one of millions who were forced to spy on their fellow men. 
When the war came I was called up. But at every step I was pursued 
by the Soviet secret police. 

When my unit moved to the front I found a quiet moment and 
crossed to the Germans. It was not that I had any illusions about 
them. From them I received only the starvation and maltreatment 
Thad expected. It was simply that I could no longer live under the 
GPU, the NKVD, the MCE, the MVD—or whatever other names it 
may later assume. Until it is destroyed I will never return to my 
native land. 


A SOLDIER 
'Y father was a peasant. I went to school for four years and then SPARKLING 
went to work in a tractor station near my home village in Cen- EYES! 


tral Russia. I worked hard and honestly. Unlike many others I never 
had trouble. We were middle peasants. Collectivization did us no 
harm nor any great good. Our ikon remained in the corner. As good 
collective farmers, my parents had one cow, some chickens and sev- 
eral sheep. With my wages we bought clothes. We lived well. HUMOROUS 

Until the war I never spoke my mind. I tended my own affairs. 
But I did not know that in other countries people were free to speak 
and travel as they pleased. I was never told that Paris and London 
had subways like Moscow. I knew very little although I knew I was 
not happy. After I married and our daughter was born, I let no day 
pass wiithaut/praying for a hetter life fer my child. 

When the war came I became a soldier. In the army I began talk- 
ing to my comrades. During the long nights, during dusty days of 
miserable retreat before an army better equipped, better led and 
better fed, back from the Bug to the Volga, we talked. I found that 
most of my fellow soldiers shared my feelings. For many years we 
Russians had worked long and hard, yet many of us were without 
shoes. Why? In fascist Germany, as we found when we entered Ké- 
nigsberg, farmers had not only shoes but motorcycles, They lived in 
brick houses, they plowed with tractors, and their children rode to 
school on bicycles. Why? 

The commissars told us it was because the Germans stole from 
other people. That is true. The Germans did steal. But they did not 
steal theit brick houses, nor their curving autobahns, nor the radio 
sets we found in every home, nor the well-kept fields on which they

What is class medicine? We first heard of it in November 1929, 
when a man from Medsantrud [Medical Sanitary Workers Union] 
in Moscow came and spoke to us. “Soviet medicine can no longer 
stand aside in the struggle between the Soviet power and its ene- 
mies,” said he. “Doctors must stop hiding behind the bourgeois 
myth of the neutrality of medicine and take an active part in creat- 
ing socialism. They must help collectivization.” From now on pa- 
tients were to be divided into five groups: 
1. Industrial Workers > C ce BLEND 
2. Collective Farmers 


3. White-collar Workers

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go to Group 2 only when Group 1 was taken care of, to Group 3 only 
when all patients of Group 2 had been treated, and so on, And if 
little was left for Group 5 (we had so little for anyone), that was 
not to be regretted. 

Not only were we to observe these rules strictly, but we must 
help “crystallize” the effects of class medicine. Every few min- 
utes we were supposed to make an appearance in the waiting room 
of the clinic and say, “Kulaks (prosperous farmers) come last be- 
cause they retard progress. Those who wish the help of our So- 
viet medicine must do their share to speed the collectivization of 
farms and fisheries.” 

For the next few weeks we were under constant supervision by 
the local party. We were forced to let several people in Group 5 die 
in order to show that “we meant what we said.” 

There were many other unpleasantnesses. I was removed from 
my position and sent to Central Asia to treat the wild Kirghiz herd- 
ers and the cotton workers of Turkmenistan. I worked at three jobs 
to make a living for myself and my family. Later, in the war, I spent 
weeks without sleep in the army trying to save the lives of the wound- 
ed, and other weeks without sleep in PW camps in Germany, blow- 
ing on the dying sparks of life in the starved bodies of our prisoners. 
These things were difficult, but class medicine was impossible. I will 
never return to the Soviet Union to practice it. 


A JOURNALIST 


Y father had been arrested by the NKVD and sent to a “distant 

point” without right of correspondence for 10 years, asan enemy 
of the people. I learned of this from my mother when I returned 
home on vacation. One morning soon after, the doorbell rang. My 
mother opened the door and admitted a man dressed in a soot blue 
suit—something out of the ordinary for Moscow in the middle "30s. 
He said, 

“Are you the wife of Enemy of the People K__?” 

“Yes.” 

“T request you to take your passport and come with me.” 

“Why?” my mother asked. 

He answered smoothly. 

“To clarify certain points with regard to your husband’s arrest.”” 

“Will I be gone long? I have a baby who must eat.” 

“T have a car. I will bring you back myself. You will be back in 
half an hour.” His voice was quiet and reassuring, but my mother 
did not believe him. She went to the closet to get her coat and some 
things. The stranger looked at the pictures on the walls, then went 
over to the piano and played a few notes of a popular song. Then he 
turned to me and asked in a tired voice, “Are you the son of Enemy 
of the People K___?”” 

“Yes,” I answered as calmly as I could. 

Hesmiled. “Then,” headded, “you must be the brother of V___, 
who was arrested two years ago. You just returned from the Urals.” 
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Tipped off by the hulking janitress, who was a part-time NKVD agent, the 
secret police came by night to arrest a family which lived in the artist's block. 
‘Thisentire family, like other millions in Russia, thereupon vanished from sight. 
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With an air of satisfaction he turned to the piano and played 
again the bars of the popular tune, this time whistling softly to his 
own accompaniment. I could not stand it. 

“Will it be my turn next?” I asked, 

He stopped playing and looked at me puckishly. "Do not hurry. 
There is plenty of time. For the moment we do not need you.” 

My mother appeared and they went away. I never saw her again. 

Some time later I was working at night and there was a gentle 
tapping at the door. I opened it. A shabbily dressed man stared at 
me from the shadows. “Excuse me, are you K. 2” he asked, 

“Yes,” I said. 

“Take this then.” He pressed a piece of cigaret paper into my 
hand and was gone. 

T rushed back to the light. My name and address were closely 
written on one side, and over it were the words, “Whoever finds 
this, if you are a Christian, deliver this message.” On the other side 
were the words, “I got five years at Nogayev Bay as a wife of an 
enemy of the people. May God protect you.” 

One day some years later the police came and arrested all the 
members of a social group I had joined. Two of our group were exiled 
for counterrevolutionary activity. The rest of us were released on 
good behavior. 

A year later another member of the group was arrested and exiled, 
I did not wait. I went to a distant city, and there a former member 
of the group introduced me to a fine old professor with skillful fin- 
gers. For those whose need was clear he would make new documents, 
with a dexterity which defied detection. He helped me. I began a 
new life as a journalist on a local newspaper. 

Isaw the professor rarely. He was busy and discouraged intimacy. 
But from time to time he would send someone tome, someoneneed- 
ing help—a food card, a job, a night’s lodging, a railroad ticket. I 
helped when I could. And in each case got a further glimpse of our 
great loose-knit fraternity of the hunted. I found that we included 
Roman Catholic priests, Trotzkyite conspirators, former officers 
of the White Armies. Most, however, were like myself, simple citi- 
zens forced to flee the elephantine lurchings of the GPU. 

For four years I lived this life, learning well the job of Soviet jour- 
nalist. It was not without interest. My editor was a party man who 
could barely write a sentence. I did most of the work. Every week 
or so I would visit a plant or a collective farm or a tractor station. 
I would talk with the management and then chat with the workers. 
I spoke their language. I knew what they were thinking but did not 
dare say. We got on well. 

After each such expedition I had two stories to write. One was a 
close-up of some local worker or farmer, young, vigorous, the son 
or daughter of poor peasants, who had just succeeded in achieving 
some production record believed impossible by bourgeois techni- 
cians or by local party bureaucrats unaware of the huge reserves of 
energy in the breasts of Russia’s patriotic masses. The subject was, 
of course, studying in night schools, planning to join the party, and 
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had just bought some shining new article—a radio set, or a pair of 
new shoes—with bonus money. 

The second story was an exposé of some running sore of local 
bureaucracy. This was more difficult. In the first place it had to 
have at least some basis in fact. In the second place it was unwise 
to expose people too highly placed, or people in contact with the 
NKVD. It was usually wise to pick someone with a blemish on his 
record and therefore unable to fight back. 

By using caution and working hard, I managed to write such sto- 
ries regularly for four years without any serious trouble. Then one 
day when I was going to Moscow for a journalists’ conference I was 
arrested in the train, by pure coincidence. It was 1937 and thou- 
sands were being arrested every day. I was taken to witness the ar- 
rest of a fellow passenger, but by mistake I was locked up as one of 
the arrested. I waited for seven months in a horribly crowded cell 
in Tula until finally I was called for interrogation. A harassed, 
stupid pink-cheeked boy, one of the thousands recrui 
into the NKVD during the purge, peered at me wearily across a 
cluttered desk. "Tell me quickly of your. counterrevolutionary 
crimes. I have much work and little time,” he said. When I pro- 
tested my innocence, I was taken back to the cell for another week. 
Then I was called again. “Your confederates have confessed. I 
know all about you. Why be stubborn? Confess all and you will get 
ight years, open air, better food. .. .” 

I was afraid that he had discovered my falsified papers, but this 
was not the case. He had no idea why I had been arrested. Again I 
pleaded my innocence. I was put into a small closet in which T 
could neither sit or stand. On the second day I thought my back 
would break, on the third my feet began to swell, On the sixth day 
my legs were three times their normal size. So I signed the doc 
ment the pink-cheeked boy passed through the hole in the dc 
confessed membership ina counterrevolutionary group in Tula, 
where I had never lived. I confessed conspiracy with three men and 
two women whose names I had never heard before. I admitted 
planning the assassination of the leader of the Communist party of 
Tula, a man later shot by the NKVD.

A TEACHER OF MATHEMATICS 


HE director of our technical high school was a Communist party 
member, and he was afraid. When one textbook was banned and 
author arrested because the book contained the sentence, “Skep- 
ism is often the mother of discovery,” he called a meeting of the 
faculty. Each teacher was ordered to read through all the books 
in his department and look for such treasonable passages. “I urge 
you not to be careless,” the director said. We all read our eyes out, 
and then several hundred books we had “set aside” were taken to 
a mill and pulped. This was in 1937, and it was the beginning of 
my awakening. 

Soviet schools, I discovered, quite consciously set out to teach 
the country’s youth how to produce without thinking. Students 
learned to read blueprints, to pull teeth, to design trusses, grow 
cotton, manufacture artillery and print books. But they were not 
taught to think critically. 

Furthermore they were fed a version of history and economics 
which was al; one-sided and in some cases absolutely false. Doz- 
ens of historical figures were simply removed from history books 
and replaced by others who in later life had remained loyal to the 
Stalinist regime. In most countries academic institutions try to 
find truth. In the Soviet Union they are dedicated to the repro- 
duction cf fallacies. 

In the lower schools such practices became routine. Those who 
objected were removed and usually arrested. Socialism triumphed. 

But in the higher schools there was continual difficulty. In re- 
search institutes there was chaos. Much of the world’s best research 
is done by students brooding and studying by themselves—an oc- 
cupation for which Russians have an undeniable talent. Yet it was 
found that as soon as students were given such opportunities, they 
became vocally anti-Soviet. Our top men knew that progress could 
be achieved only by broadening knowledge. The NKVD knew that 
broad minds were inclined to oppose Stalin.

The NKVD won. Minds were confined, courses were restricted, 
and libraries were closed. Soviet education and Soviet science be- 
came reactionary. They did not open doors; they closed them. 

The result of this development in the late 1930s was the creation 
of a scientific vacuum in the Soviet Union. The purges in higher 
schools in 1937 and 1938 and the flight abroad of some of Russia’s 
best scientists made matters worse. The government tried to rem- 
edy matters by raising charlatans like Lysenko, the well-publicized 
plant geneticist, to the status of national heroes. But Soviet science 
and education, like Nazi science and education, declined to unpre- 
cedented depths, and for identical reasons. 

T underwent great personal inconvenience during the purges— 
two years in a labor camp—and during the war, in which I served 
asa lieutenant of engineers. But the real reason I refused to return 
from my PW camp after the German capitulation was the abyss 
into which the Kremlin has dragged Soviet science and education. 

I would like to return to my home. I would like to help build up 
Russian science to the heights warranted by the latent ability of 
our people. But as long as communism rules, things will not get 
better. They will grow worse, and I would prefer the dubious com- 
forts of the Schliessheim DP camp even to a professorship in the 
University of Moscow. 


A RESERVIST CAPTAIN 


zed a week before the German attack and sent to a 
hool for partisan commanders. At 25 I became leader 
ofa partisan unit operating behind the German lines in the Ukraine. 
I was a sincere and diligent party member and for two years I fol- 
lowed orders. But during that time I learned a great deal. 

In many places the Ukrainian population greeted the Germans 
as liberators during the early months of the war. Had the German 
High Command not been so foolish, it might have won the war in 
Ri then and there. Our armies were deserting as fast as they 
ere brought to the front. The local population was supporting the 
Germans. Not only did we have no effective partisan movement 
behind the German lines, but in effect the Germans had millions 
of partisans behind ours. 

We of the partisan general staff were given the task of reversing 
the situation. Aided by the incredible stupidity of the German com- 
mand and the sadism of some local German officers, we succeeded. 
Our methods were simple. We sent single men or women, armed 
only with a pistol or a grenade, to towns or villages where the Ger- 
mans were billeted. They were ordered to make as much trouble as 
possible; to kill a German sentry was the least they could do. To toss 
a hand grenade into a German hospital train or into a barracks 
window earned the partisan a medal. 

Almost immediately the Germans reacted exactly as we had 
hoped. They would shoot the men in such a village and deport the 
women as slave labor. They took hostages from neighboring vil- 
lages. Sometimes they got so angry that they executed women and 
children in reprisal for our acts. 

Then we would send a small group to such an area to organize a 
partisan unit, and we would now find recruits. As the Germans be- 
came more cruel, as their relatively decent combat troops were 
replaced with Gestapo personnel from Germany, our work became 
easier and more effective. Villagers who had greeted the Germans 
with flowers began to hate them. Red army men who had deserted 
in the early weeks of the war began to escape from their filthy prison 
cages and join our ranks in the swamps and forests. 

Stories of German sadism and cruelty spread eastward and the 
peasants began to wonder whether perhaps they were not better 
off under the Bolsheviks. Desertions tapered off. The Soviet armies 
began to fight effectively. 

‘Our work went on. Sabotage, terrorism, guerrilla battles. One 
day I was designated to go to Moscow as representative of the parti« 
san staff. We were decorated and discussed our problems with Stalin 
himself in the Kremlin. We came with plans for the assassination 
of one German military governor in the Ukraine who was so cruel 
that he murdered hundreds of our people apparently for the pleas- 
ure of seeing them die. But our great leader, in his wisdom, turned 
down our suggestion. “Let the sadist live, for the moment,” Stalin 
said. “Let the Soviet people learn what it means to live under the 
heel of a foreign tyrant. But you will have your assassination all the 
same,” and he smiled. “You will assassinate this man,” he said, and 
designated the most reasonable and human of the German military 
commanders in the Ukraine. The man was later duly assassinated 
and replaced, as Stalin knew te would be, by a sadistic hangman 
from the SS. 

This unforgettable incident began my disaffection. For the first

time I saw that Stalin was not interested in people but in power. 
He wanted Russians to suffer under a foreign tyranny so that later, 
after the war, they would find his tyranny less oppressive. 

In 1943 I was taken prisoner and sent to a camp in Austria where 
Iwas liberated by the Americans. I will not return while Stalin lives. 


AN AIRCRAFT DESIGNER 


HEN Stalin, Malenkov and Beria visited Germany right after 

the war and saw the results of American and British strategic 
bombing, great trouble broke loose in the institute of aircraft 
sign where I worked. A commission was appointed to study the cities 
of Berlin and Dresden in detail. Top designers and executives in 
Moscow were fired and arrested in the biggest shake-up since the 
purge in 1936-38. 

The designer Andrei N. Tupolev, who had been in and out of jail 
for years, reappeared with a bomber copied from the B-29, was dee- 
orated again and then taken into custody. Our intelligence people 
were goaded into feverish activity, producing considerable infor- 
mation, not only about the B-36 but about foreign bombsights and 
radar. Several hundred German specialists were brought to Mos- 
cow and put to work. Things began to happen. We had some excel- 
lent Janes by 1947 though the lack of a good jet engine was a press- 
ing embarrassment. 

e General Staff was also shaken up. It was told to are for 
a war with the U.S. This it did, producing staff plans mehich called 
for the destruction of all American air bases on the continent of Eu- 
rope. The staff was all prepared to send ground forces across the Elbe 
in 1947, but Stalin said “No” and sent its members back to their 
conference rooms. The more they studied and conferred, the surer 
the staff men became that if war against the was to be pursued 
successfully American air bases must be eliminated from the East- 
ern Hemisphere. In case of sudden war England must be attacked 
and taken immediately by airborne troops, in order to prevent the 
island from becoming the anchored aircraft carrier it was against 
the Germans in 1942 and 1943. 

The more the army thought, the more unrealistic the generals be- 
came in a Europe where Communism was losing ground, and where 
the Soviet Union faced tremendous economic and political prob- 
lems. The Politburo grew worried and decided on a slow and stub- 
born strategic retreat in Europe. This made the army furious. 

Both the Kremlin and the army continued to press for a strategic 
air arm comparable to America’s. We were accused of indifference, 
sabotage. The MVD appeared with slide rules and began to look 
over our shoulders at our drawing boards, 

About that time I was sent to Germany for a short trip. I was 
frightened; I decided to desert. The British and Americans have 
treated me correctly, sometimes politely, but they often do not take 
seriously what I say. They do not believe that, if war comes, Rus- 
sian bacteriological warfare, fifth-column activities in Britain and 
America and the great weight of Russian infantry may go far toward 
overcoming the tremendous weight of Western superiority in the 
air. They te not believe that they were nearly attacked in 1947.
